INTRODUCING 


Golden Masterpiece—(Pictured on front cover)—Dandelion yellow shading into 
Goldenglow toward edges of petals (2° wide) and sepals (114” wide). Narrow ruf- 
fled edges of petals and sepals recurve with slight twist making an open chartreuse 
throat. 


Flowers are borne on graceful scapes (36” to 40”), well branched with many buds 
opening in late afternoon and remaining fresh until late evening the following day.
